b. Joint Committee on Atomic Energy letter requesting 
comments on a New York Times article on the capability 
of the Soviets to deorbit satellites. Admiral Taylor and 
Colonel White both felt that for several reasons the Director 
should not respond personally to the letter from the Executive 
Director of the JCAE. It was suggested that this be handled 
by FMSAC representatives briefing Mr. Conway and providing 
him with an aide-memoire if he requests same. Colonel White 
is to discuss this with the Director to determine if he concurs 
in this approach. 


6. Colonel White advised of the Director's conversation with 
Mr. William Darden, Chief of Staff of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, regarding the S. 1035 letter dated 1 September. Copies 
are being sent to all participants in CIA Subcommittee proceedings 
with a covering note from Mr. Helms.
